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PRESIDENT'S     LETTER 


Last  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  a  new 
College  mission  statement  to  reflect  our  strong 
commitment  to  educate  optometrists  to  the 
highest  level  of  proficiency,  integrity  and  profes- 
sionalism in  order  to  meet  public  need.  Fulfillment  of 
this  mission  requires  responsive  action.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  is  moving  aggressively  to  implement  four 
priority  goals  which  will  provide  the  foundation  for  the 
21st  century. 

The  most  visible  of  the  four  goals  is  the  plan  to 
renovate  the  Beacon  Street  campus.  This  project,  which 
is  in  progress,  is  not  merely  a  face-lift  but  rather  a 
rebuilding  of  our  internal  space  to  accommodate  the 
College's  academic  and  research  programs.  Coupled 
with  this  goal  is  the  commitment  to  build  endowment. 
Although  facility  improvements  and  endowment  growth 
can  be  antagonistic  goals,  we  have  implemented  a 
financial  strategy  to  build  a  six-million  dollar  unre- 
stricted endowment  by  2001.  Concurrent  with  these  two 
initiatives,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  established  addi- 
tional goals  to  build  a  core  bioscience  research  program 
and  to  secure  the  necessary  patient  base  for  our  primary 
clinical  facility,  the  New  England  Eye  Institute. 

The  philosophy  driving  these  moves  is  to  create 
future  opportunity  through  strength.  In  the  past  the 
College  has  often  looked  at  the  process  of  change  as  one 
of  necessity.  That  is,  the  need  to  move  from  positions  of 
weakness.  Success  in  achieving  our  new  goals  will 
enable  the  College  to  plan  from  a  springboard  of 
strength.  It  is  too  early  to  predict  specific  initiatives 
beyond  2001,  but  we  are  confident  that  the  paths  of 
opportunity  will  be  many.  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  will  be  in  a  position  to  choose  among  alterna- 
tives and  then  to  select  those  that  are  best  for  its  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  alumni.

I   in  the  last  issue  of  Perspective,  I  discussed 
optometry  in  the  21st  century  and  what  I 
thought  was  necessary  to  maintain  the  health 
and  growth  of  the  profession.  Each  of  you,  in 
your  different  modes  of  practice  and  specialty,  can 
easily  see  the  change  and  direction  that  each  style  of 
optometry  is  taking.  In  private  practice,  where  a 
shingle  outside  your  door,  a  listing  in  the  phone  book 
and  the  neighborhood  grapevine  are  no  longer 
enough,  full  scale  marketing  and  visibility  of  the 
practice  are  paramount.  HMO  and  other  multi- 
disciplinary  ambulatory  settings  require  an  extended 
knowledge  base  to  include  co-management  of  ocular, 
systemic,  and  mental  health  disease.  Hospital  based 
protocols  place  a  major  emphasis  on  administrative 
and  public  health  issues. 

The  bottom  line  is  that  we  can  no  longer  remain 
the  mainly  isolated,  and  I  submit,  unorganized 
profession  of  the  past.  You  as  optometrists  and 
NEWENCO  alumni  must  become  active  beyond  the 
scope  of  your  day-to-day  practice.  You  needn't  partici- 
pate in  all  the  suggested  areas  in  my  last  column  (and 
a  few,  I  inadvertently  missed),  but  become  active  in 
those  groups  that  you  are  most  comfortable  with  and 
whose  goals  are  consistent  with  your  own  (profes- 
sional organizations,  alumni  recruiting  programs, 
specialty  groups). 

Of  course,  we  want  to  see  a  strong,  active 
Alumni  Association,  as  well.  The  Alumni  Association 
can  become  a  clearinghouse  of  ideas,  directions,  and 
an  objective  sounding  board  for  discussion  and  differ- 
ences of  opinions.  The  budget  published  elsewhere  in 
this  Perspective  shows  we  are  moving  forward  in 
contributing  to  the  needs  of  the  students.  What 
would  you  like  to  see  us  do  for  the  needs  of  the  alumni 
out  there,  NEWENCO,  and  the  profession  of  optom- 
etry? Let's  hear  from  you.

Academic  Affairs 

Office  Adopts 

Five-Department 

Structure 

The  office  of  Academic  Affairs, 
working  closely  with  the 
faculty,  formed  a  five-depart- 
ment structure  last  summer. 
According  to  Dr.  Morris  Applebaum, 
dean  of  academic  affairs,  "By 
identifying  both  the  faculty  and  the 
curriculum  into  departments,  we 
allow  each  department  chair  to  deal 
with  a  much  smaller  group  of  faculty, 
to  get  feedback  about  College  and 
departmental  concerns.  These 
faculty  groups  have  common  inter- 
ests. They  teach  courses  which  are 
similar,  providing  me  with  feedback 
as  to  what  I  should  know." 

Two  of  the  five  departments  are 
clinical.  The  external  clinical 
program  is  the  fourth  year  student 
rotation  program.  The  internal 
clinical  program  includes:  the  New 
England  Eye  Institute,  the  Mobile 
Eye  Unit,  the  Homeless  Veterans 
Eye  Clinic,  Perkins  School  for  the 
Blind,  and  Cotting  School.  "These 
departments  existed  before,"  Dr. 
Applebaum  said.  The  three  new 
departments,  which  are  bioscience, 
visual  science,  and  patient  care 
management,  deal  with  the  didactic 
(lecture  and  lab)  program. 

The  chairs  of  the  departments  are 
as  follows:  External  Clinical  —  Dr. 
Roger  Wilson;  Internal  Clinical  — 
Dr.  Gerald  Selvin;  Bioscience  —  Dr. 
Mark  Zorn;  Visual  Science  —  Dr. 
James  Comerford;  and  Patient  Care 
Management  —  Dr.  Nancy  Carlson. 

"The  department  chairs  have 
responsibility  in  budgeting  matters, 
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recruiting  faculty,  helping  to  develop 
workloads  for  faculty,  recommending 
changes  in  curriculum,  and  providing 
additional  information  on  effective- 
ness of  teachers  in  the  classroom,"  he 
said.  They  also  serve  as  advocates 
for  the  faculty  in  their  department. 

"In  order  for  me  to  make  the 
department  system  really  work,  I 
have  established  an  advisory  group 
called  the  Dean's  Council,"  he  said. 
The  Dean's  Council  consists  of  the 
five  department  chairs,  Assistant 
Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  Dr.  David 
Heath,  and  Dr.  Dan  Kurtz,  an 
invited  member  who  is  chair  of  the 
faculty.

The  Calculus 
of  a  College

The  4000  graduates  of  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry 
span  a  period  of  nearly  100 
years.  In  1994  the  College  will 
celebrate  its  centennial  year.  These 
Doctors  of  Optometry  undertake  four 
years  of  rigorous  and  demanding 
post-baccalaureate  education.  They 
have  given  their  lives  to  the  protec- 
tion and  preservation  of  human 
vision  so  that  millions  of  patients 
might  lead  fuller,  better  lives.  As 
health  care  professionals  specializing 
in  vision  care,  they  have  contributed 
beyond  measure  to  the  quality  of  life 
of  people  of  all  ages  in  all  walks  of 
life. 

The  average  years  of  professional 
practice  of  the  graduates  of  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  is  20 
years,  with  some  of  them  in  their 
first  year  and  others  with  over  50 
years  of  patient  care  to  their  credit. 
On  average,  an  optometrist  might 
perform  six  primary  vision  examina- 
tions a  day,  or  about  30  examina- 
tions per  week,  or  about  1,500  each 
year.  On  average,  the  Doctors  of 
Optometry  from  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry  (NEWENCO) 
have  done  20,000  eye  examinations 
each.  And  if  that  milestone  is 


multiplied  by  the  number  graduates, 
a  grand  total  of  80  million  eye 
examinations  have  been  done  by 
NEWENCO  graduates  to  date.  Not 
all  are  in  active  practice  now  and  not 
all  of  the  earlier  graduates  have  lived 
long  enough  to  reach  retirement  age, 
but  70  to  80  million  eye  examina- 
tions is  one  measure  of  the  impact 
NEWENCO  has  had  on  our  society. 
The  full  magnitude  is,  of  course, 
much  greater.  As  the  oldest  college 
of  optometry  in  the  nation,  and  the 
school  most  noted  for  its  excellence 
in  clinical  education,  NEWENCO  is 
by  academic  standards  the  Harvard 
of  the  16  schools  of  optometry  in  the 
nation.  As  such,  its  influence  in 
optometric  education  and  research 
has  far  exceeded  its  output  of  its  own 
graduates.  That  is  another  far 
reaching  measure  of  NEWENCO's 
contribution.  As  the  only  optometry 
college  in  the  six  New  England  states 
NEWENCO  also  serves  as  a  center  of 
continuing  education  for  practicing 
optometrists  in  the  region  and  is  a 
home  away  from  home  for  the 
graduates  of  other  colleges  of 
optometry. 

Whether  the  lay  person  can  fully 
appreciate  NEWENCO's  100-year 
role  as  a  fountainhead  of  professional 
education  in  the  field  of  optometry  is 
questionable.  But  the  eyes  have  it! 
The  graduates  of  this  small,  indepen- 
dent New  England  institution  on 
Beacon  Street  have  looked  into  the 
windows  of  millions  of  souls  and 
have  built  a  reputation  of  excellence 
as  they  have  quietly  tended  to  their 
meticulous  eye  examinations  and 
lens  prescriptions.

An  Interview 

with  Doctor 

Philip  Friedman

Following  is  an  interview  with  Dr.  Philip 
Friedman,  chairman  of  the  newly  formed 
Institutional  Planning  Committee,  an  ad 
hoc  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
On  October  24-25, 1990,  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry  sponsored  a  board, 
faculty,  and  management  retreat  at  Babson  College. 
The  objectives  of  the  retreat  were  as  follows:  to 
review  institutional  planning;  to  seek  input  into 
establishing  guiding  principles  for  strategic  decision 
making;  to  seek  response  to  critical  questions  be- 
fore the  College;  and  to  agree  on  a  planning  process 
for  developing  College  goals  and  objectives.  Much  of 
the  groundwork  for  the  development  of  the  College's 
mission  statement,  priority  goals,  and  institutional 
plan  was  begun  at  this  retreat. 


FOUR  PROGRAM  PRIORITIES  FOR  THE  1990s:

■    to  increase  the  number  of  patient  encounters  at  the 
New  England  Eye  Institute  and  its  outreach  programs  to 
at  least  8,000  primary  patients  encounters,  6,000  contact 
lens  visits,  and  2,500  specialty  service  visits,  by  1996 

m   to  establish,  staff,  and  equip  a  bioscience  research  center 
consisting  of  five  interrelated  laboratories  by  year  2000

Who  was  involved  in  formulating  the  College's  institutional  plan? 

Since  all  constituencies  of  the  College  community  would  be  affected  by 
the  actions  taken  by  this  committee,  it  was  important  that  all 
constituencies  be  represented.    Membership  of  the  committee  was 
composed  of  representatives  from  the  administration,  faculty,  student 
body,  Board  of  Trustees,  and  alumni,  as  well  as  from  individuals  who 
had  expertise  in  the  subjects  being  considered.   Also,  effort  was  made 
to  keep  interested  parties  informed  as  the  plan  evolved. 

♦♦♦♦♦♦♦♦ 

Was  the  development  of  the  institutional  plan  based  on  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  remaining  at  its  present  location? 

Before  any  meaningful  planning  process  could  begin,  it  was  essential 
to  resolve  several  key  issues  bearing  on  that  process.   The  Babson 
College  retreat  afforded  the  opportunity  to  discuss  and  resolve  these 
key  issues.   As  a  result,  it  was  agreed  that  the  College's  mission  can 
be  fulfilled  at  its  current  location  and  we  do  not  intend  to  pursue 
relocation  of  the  College  in  the  1990s.   The  focus  instead  would  be  on 
upgrading  the  Beacon  Street  property  to  accommodate  current 
educational  needs.   Also,  it  was  decided  that  our  mission  can  best  be 
accomplished  through  effort  to  remain  a  strong,  independent 
institution  and  we  do  not  intend  to  pursue  an  affiliation  with  another 
institution.   However,  if  the  opportunity  arises,  we  may  pursue  the 
development  of  institutional  linkages  that  further  the  College's 
educational  and  research  mission. 

♦♦♦♦♦♦♦♦ 

What  are  "breakthrough  goals"  and  how  were  they  developed? 

The  first  objective  of  the  committee  was  the  development  of  a  mission 
statement  for  the  College.   This  statement  reflects  a  strong 
commitment  to  serve  the  optometric  needs  of  the  public  by  educating 
our  students  to  the  highest  level  of  proficiency  and  supporting  faculty 
by  creating  an  environment  that  fosters  intellectual  inquiry  and 
supports  research.  Once  our  mission  was  determined,  the  committee 
identified  high  priority  goals  that  will  enable  the  College  to  break 
through  barriers  that  prevent  attainment  of  our  mission  (see  previous 
page).   A  large  list  of  items  was  developed  by  the  committee  and  also, 
under  Dr.  Daniel  Kurtz's  direction,  the  faculty  was  surveyed  to 
ascertain  sentiment  about  various  proposals.   After  much  discussion 
and  taking  into  consideration  available  resources,  four  goals  were 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

♦♦♦♦♦♦♦♦ 

How  will  the  success  of  this  long-range  planning  be  evaluated? 

After  the  goals  were  determined  and  approved,  project  teams  were  selected 
to  implement  the  objectives.  The  committee  developed  a  set  of  instructions 
specifying  the  responsibilities  of  the  team,  including  that  they  communicate 
their  progress  on  a  semi-annual  basis  to  the  planning  committee.  Also,  the 
committee  has  begun  a  program  of  outcome  assessment  analysis.  This  is  a 
method  of  evaluating  the  results  of  the  actions  taken  by  the  College.  This 
information  will  be  used  to  stimulate  and  effect  constructive  changes  within 
the  College.  This  will  be  a  priority  item  for  the  committee  during  the  next 
year.

The  New  England  College  of  Op- 
tometry, a  private  and  independent 
professional  graduate  institution, 
was  founded  in  1894  and  is  char- 
tered by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  to  grant  the  Doctor 
of  Optometry  degree.    Located  in 
Boston,  a  city  of  world-renowned 
cultural,  educational  and  health  care 
institutions,  the  College  is  commit- 
ted to  fulfilling  the  expectations  of 
its  academic  environment  and  the 
public  trust  implicit  in  its  charter.

OD  II  students  begin 

Clinical  Transition 

Program 


Beginning  in  Fall  1991,  second  year  optometry 
students  participated  in  a  revamped  clinical 
program  aimed  at  easing  the  transition  from 
the  classroom  to  patient  care.  "Before  the 
initiation  of  this  program,  students  began 
seeing  patients  at  the  beginning  of  their 
second  year.  Instead  of  the  sink-or-swim  approach,  we 
designed  the  transition  program  to  introduce  students  to 
patient  care  gradually  and  at  the  same  time  build  their 
clinical  skills,"  said  Dr.  Cathy  Hines,  who  worked  with 
members  of  the  clinical  faculty  to  design  the  ODII  Clinical 
Transition  Program. 

There  are  two  components  to  the  program:  the  labora- 
tory portion  where  students  improve  their  technical  skills 
and  a  problem-based  learning  portion  where  instructors 
use  actual  patient  cases  to  build  students'  problem  solving 
skills  and  improve  analytical  abilities. 


"I  believe  that  when  I  see  my  first 
patient  in  the  spring,  I'll  be  more 
confident  and  proficient  —  and  comfort- 
able with  the  pace  of  the  exam.    From 
our  case  discussions  each  week,  we  will 
be  able  to  not  only  record  data,  but  be 
able  to  initiate  the  analysis  process,  as 
well,"  said  Chris  Karalekas,  ODII. 


The  laboratory  portion  of  the  program  will  enable 
students  to  increase  proficiency  and  efficiency  with  testing 
techniques.  "We  all  painfully  remember  our  first  exam  as 
second  year  students  —  three  agonizing  hours!,"  Dr.  Hines 
said.  One  of  the  goals  of  this  program  is  to  reduce  the 
students'  exams  from  approximately  three  hours  to  one 
and  one  half  hours  or  less  when  they  begin  the  first 
quarter  of  the  regular  clinical  program. 

"The  problem  based  learning  is  a  new  approach  to 
teaching,  similar  to  the  case-approach  many  professional 
schools  use.  We  are  introducing  students  early  on  to 
actual  patient  cases,  so  students  get  practice  in  analyzing 
data  before  being  exposed  to  real  patients,"  she  said. 

According  to  Dr.  Bill  Chauncey,  who  is  coordinating  the 
program,  "The  general  feedback  from  students  has  been 
positive.  My  impression  is  that  they  are  pleased  with  the 
program." 


Lions  Eye  Research  Foundation  Grants 
Aid  Parkinson's  Disease  Research 

Since  1990,  Dr.  James  P.  Comerford  has  received  two 
grants  from  the  Lions  Eye  Research  Foundation 
which  have  supported  research  for  vision  testing  of 
Parkinson's  Disease  patients. 

Grant  funds  have  contributed  to  the  purchase  of  a 
Macintosh  II  FX  computer  for  vision  testing  and  have 
provided  for  staff  resources  and  equipment  required  for 
this  research  project. 

"We  are  attempting  to  develop  clinical  psychophysical 
tests  which  demonstrate  the  retinal  function  of  dopamine. 
A  number  of  neurological  and  neuropsychiatric  disorders, 
such  as  Parkinson's  disease  and  Tourette's  syndrome,  are 
associated  with  abnormalities  in  the  action  of  this  neuro- 
transmitter within  the  central  nervous  system." 

Parkinson's  Disease  is  a  nerve  disease  characterized  by 
trembling  hands,  rigid  muscles,  and  slow  movements. 
Nerve  cells  in  the  brain  destruct  resulting  in  the  loss  of 
dopamine,  a  chemical  essential  to  normal  activity  of  some 
nerve  cells.  Approximately  one  percent  of  people  aged  70- 
79  have  the  disease. 

"One  thing  about  Parkinson's  Disease  is  that  it  doesn't 
really  manifest  itself  for  a  very  long  time,  but  a  person 
can  have  this  destruction  going  on  for  decades,"  Dr. 
Comerford  said.  He  believes  that  a  vision  test  can  be  used 
for  detecting  patients  who  are  early  in  the  disease  process 
and  not  showing  any  of  the  usual  symptoms. 

"Drugs  are  being  developed  that  may  well  stabilize  the 
condition  of  these  people  so  that  there  is  less  damage  to 
the  neurons.  My  hope  is  that  these  drugs  will  not  only 
work,  but  that  we  will  be  able  to  target  some  of  the  people 
who  seem  to  be  developing  Parkinson's  Disease,"  he  said. 
"I  would  like  to  see  these  people  go  on  this  therapy  and 
never  actually  develop  the  symptoms  of  this  disease. 
Patients  found  to  be  pre-symptomatic  could  be  placed  on 
therapy  aimed  at  retarding  the  disease  process  and  have 
the  onset  of  symptoms  delayed,"  he  added.

New  program  links  potential 

applicants  with  local  optometrists. 

More  than  100  alumni  in  eight  states  have  volunteered  to  partici- 
pate in  the  Alumni  Association  for  Optometric  Student  Admis- 
sion (AAOSA)  program.  The  volunteers  serve  as  admission 
representatives  on  behalf  of  NEWENCO  making  themselves 
available  to  discuss  the  field  of  optometry  with  prospective  students. 

"I  see  a  lot  of  room  for  alumni  involvement  in  the  recruitment  pro- 
gram. About  ninety  percent  of  applicants  make  contact  with  their 
community  optometrists  to  learn  more  about  the  profession  —  there- 
fore, in  some  cases,  the  community  optometrist  becomes  the  primary 
advisor  to  students  interested  in  an  optometric  career.  It  is  our  job  to 
provide  our  alumni  representatives  advising  prospective  students  with 
current  information  on  student  admission  and  on  NEWENCO,"  said 
Recruitment  Director,  Larry  Shattuck. 

"I  couldn't  be  happier  with  our  alumni  response  to  the  recruitment 
effort.  We  had  initially  targeted  the  six  in  New  England  states,  New 
York,  New  Jersey  and  California  to  begin  our  AAOSA  network  since 
most  of  our  applicants  reside  in  these  states,"  said  Mr.  Shattuck.  "Our 
goal  will  be  to  expand  the  network  by  several  states  each  year.  We  are 
presently  looking  to  Canada  for  new  admission  representatives.  After 
Dr.  Hyman  Kamens'  successful  recruitment  efforts  in  Canada  (Decem- 
ber, 1990),  this  seemed  to  be  a  natural  extension.  This  year  we  have 
made  campus  visits  to  the  University  of  Waterloo  and  the  University  of 
Toronto,  and  have  developed  relationships  with  the  career  and  health 
professional  advising  offices." 

Alumni  admission  representatives  are  asked  to  be  available  to  meet 
with  perspective  candidates,  to  talk  about  optometry  in  general  and  the 
future  of  optometry  as  they  see  it,  to  discuss  their  experiences  in 
optometric  education,  and  to  answer  questions  and  concerns  regarding 
optometric  education  and  optometric  practice,  he  said. 

"Our  alumni  admission  representatives'  time  commitment  is  as 
limited  or  as  extensive  as  they  want,"  Mr.  Shattuck  said.  He  provides 
alumni  admission  representatives  with  a  college  fair  schedule  and 
invites  them  to  join  him  at  the  fair  and  meet  with  prospective  candi- 
dates in  their  areas.  There  are  more  than  50  fairs  in  New  England  each 
year.  Late  September  through  the  first  week  in  November  is  the  busy 
time  for  these  informational  fairs. 

Inquiries  from  potential  applicants  are  up,  considerably.  There  were 
3,400  inquiries  in  1990  and  4,100  inquiries  in  1991.  Mr.  Shattuck 
believes  this  trend  can  continue  and  be  enhanced  with  the  assistance 
alumni  involved  in  the  AAOSA  program.  Alumni  interested  in  becom-
